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Mazer “/ransite 


‘ho mighty orbs as they ponderously wend their 
way thru the dim twilight of outer space symbolize cor- 
respondingly vast changes in the microcosmic system of 
relationships comprised by human consciousness, and 
cyclic changes of great magnitude take place in human 
affairs as these heavenly bodies—markers on the face of 
the Clock of Destiny—change their relative positions. 


Even the most humble member of the human family is 
synchronized with the universe in which he lives and the 
same holds true of all other forms of life. But the capacity 
for response varies widely. The lower forms of life, such 
as we find in the animal kingdom for instance, probably 
do not register more than a limited number of these 
changes and then only physically. It is doubtful that con- 
sciousness is organized in such forms much beyond the 
dream stage. 


Man with his highly organized consciousness, intellect 
and emotional nature registers these changes according to 
a more complex system of reactions, but even in the case 
of the human race it is probable that there is a wide vari- 
ation in the ability of individuals to respond to these primal * 
forces that periodically surge up from beneath the level of 
consciousness. There are no doubt members of the human 
family—such as we find among the more uncivilized races 
—who do not respond in harmony with more than a very 
few of these planets. Even in civilized society there are 
probably individuals whose reaction systems do not extend 
beyond the orbit of Mars. 


On the other hand the average cultured member of the 
Caucasian Race with his highly organized intellect and 
sensitive nervous system should have a reaction system that 
takes in the entire solar system and in the case of more 
developed specimens may even extend beyond that—to 
the Fixed Stars. As a general rule however, we prefer to 
interpret these major planets in the terms of society as a 
whole, national affairs and humanity en masse. In the 
lives of individuals the changes and tendencies they sym- 
bolize are more difficult to detect for the reasons above 
mentioned.

ANSWER: The article to which the 
writer refers appeared on pages 61 and 
62 of our August, 1933, issue, but was 
first published in our May, 1933, issue, 
page 2, and since supplies of this issue 
have long since been exhausted, for the 
convenience of our readers, we are here- 
with reproducing that portion of the 
article in question which contained the 
prediction referred to above. - 


OUR FORECAST PUBLISHED IN 
MAY, 1933 

. . There is, however, another 
major configuration developing which 
is not so pleasant to contemplate. 
We refer to Saturn and Neptune 
which come to a death grip (opposi- 
tion) in the spring months of 1936— 
that, my friends, will not be any sham 
battle, and we may not have much 
warning of what is to happen until 
it is too late to avert disaster. This 
will not be a battle of words. Both of 


these planets (Saturn and Neptune) 
are remarkably cold and silent; yet 
nevertheless sinister and deadly in 
their wrath. Two mighty wrestlers 
locked in deadly embrace, each strain- 
ing silently but intensely for a 
“hold.” In mythology we find a fit- 
ting symbol of this configuration in 
the legend of Laocoon and his two 
sons meeting their death within the 
coils of two mighty serpents. Those 
who desire a better understanding of 
this aspect might profitably study that 
legend. It is no doubt significant that 
Laocoon was also a Priest of Neptune 
and met a tragic fate—the common 
fate of those who “know too much.” 

This opposition of 1936 is particu- 
larly significant and sinister because 
of the signs involved. We have an 
opposition of Saturn and Neptune 
approximately every 37 years. The 
one next preceding this forthcoming 
opposition was in November, 1889. 
The majority of our readers will be 
able to classify that | ery quite 
easily—bearing in mind, of course, 
that major aspects are not limited in 
effect to the year and month when 
the aspect may be exact. The influ- 
ence usually extends over a period of 
3, 4, or even 5 years. 

Again in 1862 and 1863 there was 
an opposition of Saturn and Neptune, 
involving the signs Libra and Aries 
respectively, which marked another 
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tragic period with our own President 
Lincoln, who had these two planets 
in conjunction in his birth chart, 
playing the leading role in the drama. 

Moving still farther back we come 
to 1826 and 1827. Again in 1789 and 
1790 we find an opposition of these 
two planets involving the signs of 
Aries and Libra with the sign posi- 
tions of Saturn and Neptune the 
reverse of that to be during the 
American Civil War. 

An opposition of these two planets 
seems always to be associated with 
INTOLERABLE TYRANNY in some 
form, which is shortly followed by a 
ghastly reaction. This aspect in itself 
does not apparently indicate the ac- 
tual conflict, but rather marks the 
highest degree of OPPRESSION— 
the “last straw” that breaks the back 
of the camel. We do not, therefore, 
definitely predict the outbreak of a 
War in 1936, but we do believe that 
at that time the War Clouds will be 
ae rapidly. The ominous rum- 

ling of the approaching storm will be 
heard distinctly and may be accepted 
as a reliable indication of a conflict 
close at hand. It is probable that 
OPEN HOSTILITIES may commence 
about 1939 or 1940. On this point, 
however, we are not prepared to make 
a definite statement just now. The 
most that we will venture to assert 
is that the period from 1936 to 1940 
is a dangerous area on the path of 
Human Progress; and as a matter of 
fact, so far as we can see at present, 
a violent conflict might break out at 
almost any time during that period.* 


In the above it was clearly indicated 
that the opposition of Saturn and Nep- 
tune could be accepted as the astrological 
key to the events of this decade, or more 
explicitly the period from 1932 to 1940. 
This period falls clearly into two distinct 
parts. 


The first four years—1932 to 1936— 
were dominated by the major conjunction 
of Jupiter and Neptune in Virgo in 
September, 1932, with the next four years 
~ Not wishing to be repetitious but in order to make 
certain that this is seen in its true perspective, we 
take the liberty of reminding our readers that this

—1936 to 1940—to be conditioned by the 
Saturn-Neptune opposition of 1936. 


The Jupiter-Neptune conjunction of 
1932 was discussed in detail in our 
published forecast for that year in the 
January, 1932, issue of our original mag- 
azine, “Popular Astrology,” which anal- 
ysis was reprinted in our March, 1939, 
issue of AMERICAN AsTROLOGY Maca- 
ZINE, page 23. Therein it was forecasted 
that the conjunction of Jupiter and Nep- 
tune might be expected to release Nep- 
tunian forces the world over and with 
respect to world politics could be ex- 
pected to usher in a Neptunian era dur- 
ing which /deology, or more properly, 
Ideolatry would be established as a 
principle of government in various parts 
of the world. 


In January of 1933, within six months 
following the Jupiter-Neptune conjunc- 
tion of 1932, Hitler, the ex-corporal, and 
and acknowledged mystic, dreamer and 
fanatic, moved quietly out of relative ob- 
scurity as leader of a band of political 
outlaws and in a surprisingly successful 
and bloodless revolution—back of which 
were all the elements of stealth ordinarily 
associated with Neptune—became Ger- 
man Chancellor and within another 
eighteen months in a series of swiftly 
moving events that astonished the world 
became the most powerful ruler on earth 
—a truly dramatic portrayal of the role 
of Neptune on the stage of world politics. 
“Madman or genius” (he is probably 
both) this self-appointed political Messiah 
on his declared (mystic) mission as 
savior of the German people, has pre- 
sented one of the most perplexing riddles 
that has confronted historians in many 
centuries. Regardless of his ultimate fate, 
he will, no doubt, go down in history as 
an almost legendary figure. All of this 
is beyond question due to the fact that 
owing to the peculiar—shall we say 
unearthly—constitution of the Man he 
has, more accurately than has anyone else 
in modern times, expressed the strange, 
elusive qualities of Neptune as a political 
leader. Referring to our analysis of the 
Jupiter-Neptune conjunction (page 23, of 
the March, 1939, issue), speaking of Nep- 
tune as a politician we quote from this 
analysis as follows: 
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... Neptune produces a master of 
strategy and is never so close to vic- 
tory as when in apparent retreat. 
When he enters the political arena, 
he acts like a novice and disregards 
nonchalantly all the accepted rules of 
the game. Veteran politicians ignore 
him. They consider him a mere 
dreamer and of no importance, yet 
the dreamer is also a schemer and 
when the battle is over they may look 
up just in time to see this unob- 
trusive, impractical dreamer disap- 
pearing over the horizon with the 
Spoils. 

The Jupiter-Neptune conjunction of 
1932 also furnishes a reasonably accurate 
index to the developments of, this decade 
in another European country, the govern- 
ment of which had its inception several 
years previously but was definitely of 
Neptunian origin. We refer to Soviet 
Russia. 

Soviet Russia came into existence 
under the conjunction of Saturn and 
Neptune in 1917; the brain child of a 
man ,(Lenin) who properly enough had 
the Sun conjunct Neptune in his birth 
chart.* At that time (1917) Neptune 
(Communism) was organized (Saturn) 
as a system of government and, so far as 
the records indicate, continued to ac- 
curately express the ideals of its creator 
until Lenin’s death in 1924, At that time, 
however, the Soviet government apparent- 
ly entered a new phase of existence. 

Immediately following the death of 
Lenin there began a great struggle for 
power in Soviet Russia, a struggle which 
continued for a number of years. Although 
the consensus of opinion seems to be that 
after Lenin’s death Stalin automatically 
became the most powerful man in Russia, 
he did not actually assume control until 
1930, at which time Rykov, Lenin’s suc- 
cessor as Chairman of the Council, was 
replaced by Molotov, and Stalin became 
General Secretary of the Communist 
Party. Thus ended a period of transition 
and at the same time commenced a period 
of reorganization which finally culmi- 
nated in the adoption of a New Constitu- 
tion in December, 1936. 

Thus in the phenomenal growth of 
Hitlerism in Germany since 1933 and of 





x&iIt is also worthy of note that Lenin found the 
opportunity to objectify his Neptunian dream in his 
47th year when his progressed Moon had reached a 
conjunction with his natal Sun and Neptune. 


Stalinism in Russia since 1930 and in 
the fanatical’ devotjon to nationalistic 
ideals in these two as well as in other 
countries from 1932 to the present, we 
have seen the fulfillment of a Neptunian 
promise, an era which had its roots in the 
Saturn-Neptune conjunction of 1917 and 
which subsequently flowered under the 
inspirational influence of Jupiter in 1932. 


However, in 1936 when Saturn op- 
posed Neptune that Neptunian cycle was 
brought to a culmination, at least in its 
more benefic aspects. Neptune, the symbol 
of Socialism and Communism, the patron 
saint of the underdog, was brought into 
cooperative relationship with Saturn, the 
organizer and dictator, and an Unholy 
Alliance was formed. We entered that 
era of “Power Politics,” Broken Pledges, 
and utter disregard for all principles of 
decency and honor in international rela- 
tions—a mad scramble for power uncon- 
trolled by any semblance of ethics—with 
which the world has recently become so 
familiar. Treaties or agreements entered 
into under Saturn opposition Neptune are 
rarely worth very much—scarcely ever 
worth the paper they are written on. 
Pledges are as a rule merely convenient 
stepping stones to the attainment of some 
selfish ambition and usually secondary to 
a main objective with which the pledge, 
so-called, may have little or no connec- 
tion. This is a configuration under which 
men are prone to justify their actions by 
the devilish philosophy that “the end 
justifies the means.” This is a marriage 
of Heaven and Hell which never, in the 
history of the world, has bred anything 
but revolution. 


Perhaps the term “cooperative relation- 
ship” used here may seem to be a contra- 
diction of certain statements made in our 
August, 1933, analysis (reprinted at the 
beginning of this article), but this is only 
a seeming contradiction. For even in the 
attempted cooperation of these planets, 
even though an apparent balance of power 
would seem to have been established, 
these planets are yet basically opposed in 
principle and any such alliance is, in the 
very nature of things, self-destructive. 
Unless—and this is unlikely—all traces of 
selfish interest may be eliminated from 
the agreement. This is an aspect that calls 
for the highest degree of mutual coopera- 
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tion—a perfect balance of positive and 
negative forces. Otherwise it is inevitable 
that one partner must become completely 
subservient to the other—then what have 
we left?—can it be called an alliance in 
the true sense of the word? Can a part- 
nership be properly classified as such 
wherein one of the partners completely 
dominates the other? We know that in 
personal relationships such partnerships, 
so-called, always end in disaster. Consid- 
ering this 1936 opposition we can find 
in the astrological factors involved 
reason to believe that mutual cooperation 
—that delicate balance between the 
“Utopian Urges’ of Neptune and the 
“Safety Urges” of Saturn so necessary 
for such cooperation—was very unlikely 
to exist. 


It may be noted that in 1936 Saturn 
was in Pisces, the home sign of Neptune, 
and therefore not only did it oppose 
Neptune but may be said to have actually 
taken command of the situation. Events 
following quickly on the heels of that 
opposition would seem to justify that 
conclusion. Comrade Stalin emerged as 
Europe’s number one tyrant and by a 
series of systematic purges of the Com- 
munist Party commencing in 1934 and 
continuing through 1938, he proceeded to 
wipe out the last vestige of opposition to 
his regime—distinctly the hand of Saturn 
at work. At practically the same time 
Hitler stepped out of character as benevo- 
lent Messiah to his devoted followers and 
by his ruthless blood purge of June 30th, 
1934, eliminated all semblance of rebellion 
in his party, even at the expense of those 
who had been responsible for his success. 
This sacrifice to the Great God “Dis- 
cipline” was suitably rewarded; it made 
him, in fact, the most powerful ruler in 
the world. Again—the heel of Saturn 
upon’ the neck of prostrate Neptune. 


The “Idealist” Neptune, poor fellow, 
was having a very difficult time these days 
trying to reconcile the actions of this 
Frankenstein Monster (Saturn) with his 
previous program of equality. There can 
be little equality under a Saturnine Au- 
tocracy unless it be the equality of slaves. 

In our December, 1933, issue we had 
occasion to discuss the nature of Saturn 
as a political factor, as follows: 


There is nevera 


Saturn, the natural organizer and 
disciplinarian, has no faith in the 
philosophy of individualism (Democ- 
racy) as a practical working principle 
of Life. The philosophy of Individu- 
alism essentially precludes organized 
effort of any kind which in the do- 
main of Saturn is so necessary for 
the efficient functioning of all mem- 
bers of Society—for the good of all. 
Hence, Saturn is first the DIC- 
TATOR who strives, by the sternest 
disciplinary action, if necessary, to 
bring all members of a social unit 
within strictly organized limits. He 
then, in the capacity of Adminis- 
trator, is no longer under the neces- 
sity of dealing with, and satisfying 
the personal demands of, a large 
number of individuals all in compe- 
tition one with another, but is rather 
in a position to bargain collectively 
with all of them at once, as a group. 
This not only eliminates competition 
with its consequent cruelty and in- 
justice to the weaker members of the 
group but is also a very convenient 
arrangement for Saturn (the Boss) ; 
it permits him to control the entire 
social mechanism with ease, by just 
pulling a few wires here and there. 
Saturn likes to have things so ar- 
ranged that by just turning a switch 
(making one contact) he can stop 
or start the whole works; he touches 
a button and presto! — the house 
moves off its foundation. Saturn is 
the father of TRADE UNIONISM, 
as he is also responsible for every 
Autocracy that has ever existed in 
the History of the World. It is 
merely a matter of where his inter- 
ests or activities may be focused. 
This is in turn determined to a large 
degree by the Sign position of 
Saturn. 

While the advantages of these 
Saturnine methods are many, inas- 
much as they permit the efficient 
functioning of the Social Machine 
with a minimum of friction and also 
to the degree that it offers protec- 
tion to those who might otherwise 
be ridden down the rush of com- 
petitive Life where victory is always 
to the strong—where “survival of the 
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” fittest” is the dominant Law of Life— 
yet these Saturnine principles im op- 
eration also have their disadvantages 
which are almost equally as undesir- 
able. For one thing it leads inevitably 
to Autocracy to various degrees and 
in various forms. Economically it 
permits the formation of TRUSTS. 
Politically it fosters the growth of 
the POLITICAL MACHINE and 
various other concretions, political, 
economic or (purely) social which, 
like cancerous growths, gnaw at the 
vitals of the Body Social, until it 
eventually, inevitably results in death 
—often (most often) a very painful 
death. The very fact that Saturn does 
protect the individual from unfair 
competition is what permits these 
various perverted manifestations to 
take form. By protecting the weak he 
permits the further development of 
their weakness by relieving them 
of responsibility. He often would 
strengthen the weak at the expense 
of the strong and thus only succeed 
in weakening the strong. In fact the 
very power of Saturn is more often 
than not founded upon weakness for 
only a weakling will submit to tyr- 
anny. He places the strong, able and 
efficient Individual in competition 
with an organized group of weak- 
lings who individually would be 
powerless to protect themselves. « 


So long as Saturn stands as a sym- 
bol of the collective strength of the 
group and is actuated by unselfish 
motives, all is well, for he is then in 
his proper role as Administrator—a 
symbol of JUSTICE. The original 
creator of an Organization is usu- 
ally motivated by such a lofty Ideal 
and therefore does, as a rule, use his 
power unselfishly. The evils arise 
when, after the Creator has moved 
on, the Organization continues to 
function as a soul-less entity—a veri- 
table Frankenstein Monster—en- 
souled, if at all, by some Leader who 
has absoutely no conception of the 
original Ideal and sees in this 
Machine and the collective power it 
represents only a golden opportunity 
to achieve his own selfish purposes. 
From then on the Machine continues 
to sap the vitality (substance) of its 
subject, until eventually even that is 


exhausted, and when the time of 
CRISIS arrives—as it always does 
—when some individual member, 
more ambitious than the average, de- 
cides to test the strength of the Or- 
ganization, it is found to be but an 
empty shell that flies to pieces at the 
first touch of the Hammer. The 
leader thereof finds that, having con- 
tinually taken out without putting in, 
he has in fact entirely dissipated 
his resources—that his collective 
strength, which he thought equal to 
any emergency, has, in fact, vanished, 
and that he must face the situation 
alone—as an individual—and Saturn 
must do his work all over again 
after the wreckage is cleared away. 


The above reveals unmistakably what 
has happened to the “Ideologies” in Dic- 
tator countries since 1936. The present 
Crisis in International affairs (Septem- 
ber, 1939) is therefore only the natural 
unfoldment of a real crisis which took 
place in the spring months of 1936, at 
which time was perpetrated The Greatest 
Swindle of modern times—a_ gigantic 
“Double Cross” for which mankind has 
already paid and will, no doubt, continue 
to pay in blood. In this we are not neces- 
sarily referring to any particular nation ; 
or to the Russo-German Pact; or to any 
other specific International development. 
These were, after all, merely incidental 
to a vastly greater crime. A crime that 
had its inception in the undeveloped Soul 
of the World—the “Collective Uncon- 
scious” of Jung—which never lacks in- 
struments for expression. This major 
crime which, by the Natural Law of Com- 
pensation carries with it its own retribu- 
tion, was the Betrayal of Trust, and the 
ruthless sacrifice of honor and ideals in 
the interests of power, which took place 
when the unthinking masses—that great 
multitude of Human Cells in the Body 
Politic—sometimes referred to as the 
“Common Herd’”—became victims of 
their own blind devotion to leaders whom 
they thought to be inspired “Messiahs” 
sent by a beneficent God to lead them to 
the “Promised Land” of liberty and equal- 
ity; and became instead merely burnt 
offerings on the altar of personal ambition. 

What then of the future? This 
“scramble for power” should reach its 
peak under the conjunction of Saturn and 
Jupiter late in 1940 and early in 1941 to 
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be followed quickly by a revolutionary 
change in Human Consciousness that will 
be both sudden and drastic. 


In the’ immediate future we can see 
little hope of permanent peace. The pride 
and personal prestige of the “Power 
Politicians” which has become the para- 
mount issue during the last three years, 
is now at stake. There cannot be an hon- 
orable peace in the present state of world 
consciousness. The Saturnine forces 
which took command in 1936 must run 
their course, and will, no doubt, find full 
and complete expression in the person of 
that Particular Leader who happens to 
succeed in maneuvering himself into the 
dominant position during the next year. 
It goes without saying that a perverted 
Saturn will bestow the laurel wreath of 
victory upon the one who is most worthy 
by his inverted standards—ruthlessness 
and unswerving devotion to personal 
aims. By way of essaying an estimate as 
to who this might be we are inclined to 
consider Stalin the best bet for this doubt- 
ful honor. The Jupiter-Saturn conjunc- 
tion of August, 1940, takes place within 
a degree of his Mars, which was con- 
joined his Neptune at birth—a ruthless 
combination if ever there was one. 
Furthermore the mutation of February, 
1941, is exactly on the progressed Seventh 
cusp of Soviet Russia; we shall expect 
much to come out of Soviet Russia dur- 
ing the next 12 months, but we will not 
look for any “Doves of Peace.” 


In the meantime we do not expect any- 
thing spectacular. Saturn is more likely 
to wage a war of “Attrition.” We have 
seen an excellent example of this in 
Hitler’s tactics during the past three years 
and we do not believe that the recent 
flareup in Poland has in any sense broken 
the strangle-hold of Saturn, it has merely 
tightened his grip and by stiffening the 
attitude of the Democracies has precipi- 
tated a deadlock. ““The mighty wrestlers,” 
referred to at the beginning of this article 
are straining with deadly intensity for a 
“hold”. 

Events will no doubt move swiftly dur- 
ing the first six months of 1941 and in 
the spring months there is likely to be 
a violent reaction when Uranus, the planet 
of “Rugged Individualism,” is revived 
by a conjunction with Jupiter; this is 
definitely a revolutionary aspect. This 
will be the “stroke of the hammer” which 





may be expected to shatter the apparently 
solid (Political) structures of Saturn 
that have been so carefully organized dur- 
ing the preceding five years and they will 
stand exposed for the “hollow shells” 
that they are. 

The conflict precipitated by the Jupiter- 
Uranus conjunction of 1941 is likely to 
be quite a slugging match—no war of 
“Attrition” here. This revolutionary up- 
heaval might reasonably be expected to 
last-as much as four years, until the next 
Jupiter-Neptune conjunction (in Libra) 
in 1945. 


PREVIEW 


It is quite generally accepted as a fact that 
another and (we hope) final clash of the "isms" 
and "was'ms" is almost inevitable in the not-far- 
distant future. The $64.00 question that remains 
unanswered is—''When will it start?" and for those 
who still feel lucky and are willing to risk their 
$64.00 in the hope that they may win the Grand 
Prize, the question is—"How long will it last?" 

We believe the Third Act in this tragedy of 
errors will begin about October, 1952. As for the 
duration thereof, much depends upon whether we 
are seeking the termination of the War to End War 
which commenced in 1914 and is still in progress or 
whether we are merely referring to the next round of 
active belligerence which may be expected to get 
underway next year (1952). That engagement will 
probably continue for about 9 years (1961), then 
another armistice for about 5 or 6 years. In 1968 
another flareup is indicated. In fact, from 1960 to 
1980 it is doubtful that the Revolutionary forces on 
the loose in the world manifesting as sporadic out- 
breaks here and there at too frequent intervals 
will® justify any relaxation to speak of. The nations 
of the world will (or should) be almost constantly 
on guard. About 1980 the final showdown in this 
century-long Armageddon may be expected to get 
underway and ferminate coincident with the Preces- 
sion of the Vernal Equinox into Aquarius early in 
the year 2000. 

That last battle from 1980 to the end of the 
century is likely to be quite a lively affair. About 
the only skirmish-in this long series of shooting 
wars, that in the perspective of history, will really 
merit the title of "WORLD WAR." The fighting 
is likely to be particularly. furious and widely 
devastating following 1989 and it may be that 
during the five year period from then until 1993, 
the WORLD CONQUEROR, whose advent has 
been foretold in many prophecies, may come out of 
Asia and establish an empire that will extend from 
the Pacific to the Atlantic, embracing the entire 
continent of Eurasia. It has been specifically fore- 
told that during this era such a conqueror will 
attack the very roots of the Catholic Hierarchy in 
Rome and with devastating results. 

All we can say is that if such prophecies are to 
be fulfilled, the quadruple conjunction of Jupiter, 
Saturn, Uranus and Neptune in Capricorn, during 
the last 10 years of this century could very well 
time that fulfillment. The prophets have, one and 
all, specified that this World Conqueror is to come 
"out of Asia''—are we to expect a reappearance 
of Genghis Khan—"Emperor of all Men."

ALPHA vs. OMEGA

In your issue of August, 1951, in the 
MANY THINGS department, appeared 
a letter from Mr. Frederick Kane, in 
which the writer severely criticized an 
article that appeared in an astrology mag- 
azine about one year ago. The article was 
titled “Battle of the Titans” and was 
written by myelf. 

The criticized article was an attempt to 
determine the probability of a “hot” war 
between the U.S.A. and Russia, by a 
comparative study of the horoscopes of 
the two countries. Before beginning the 
study the writer did a great deal of re- 
search to discover the true horoscope of 
the U.S.S.R. He finally chose as most 
likely a chart set forth and analyzed by 
Estelle Gardner in a nine page article in 
the August, 1938, issue of AMERICAN 
ASTROLOGY MAGAZINE. 

The data for that chart was taken 
from HISTORY OF THE RUSSIAN 
REVOLUTION by Trotsky. It was the 
moment that Trotsky himself considered 
as marking the creation of the Soviet 
Government—the closing of the Constit- 
uent Congress of the Soviet regime, at 
5:15 am. E.E.T., November 9, 1917, at 
Petrograd. 

Mr. Kane wrote, “Well, whoever heard 
of setting a chart for the CLOSING of 
an event ? It is history that the Bolsheviks 
seized the power on the early morning of 
November 7, 1917 . . .” How about the 
CLOSING of the pre-natal period at the 
moment a baby draws its first breath? 
Using the analogy of the birth of a 
human being, we may say that “concep- 
tion” of the Soviet “baby” began during 
World War I, or possibly earlier. No- 
vember 7, 1917 corresponded to labor

pains. The closing of the Constituent 
(forming) Congress marked the “first 


breath” of the Soviet Government as 
such. 
Then Mr. Kane says: “Neptune 


CONJUNCT Saturn and square Sun. 
Here you have the writer Bh, up an 
aspect to fit what he wants to say. Who- 
ever heard of an aspect having such an 
orb? And a separation aspect at that...” 
As he failed to give the zodiacal positions 
of the planets involved, so that the reader 
might judge for himself, I will do so 
myself. Neptune was in 7 Leo 07, Saturn 
was in 14 Leo 17, and both in the 10th 
house, where even beginning students 
know that planets have much greater 
strength and therefore wider orbs. The 
Sun was in 16 Scor. 09. That gives an orb 
of 7 degrees for the conjunction and 9 
degrees for the square. I would direct 
Mr. Kane’s attention to A to Z HORO- 
SCOPE MAKER, by Llewellyn George. 
In the chapter entitled “Planetary Orbs” 
it states: “Eight degrees forward and 
back of a planet constitute its orb. This 
. . . applies to all the planets except the 
Sun and Moon. The Sun’s orb is@l2 de- 
grees when applying to a major aspect, 
and 17 degrees when leaving it.” 

Mr. Kane further criticizes because I 
considered Neptune in square aspect to 
Mercury, even though the orb is 12 de- 
grees. I certainly did, and here is the 
reason based on many years of study of 
thousands of horoscopes. The position of 
Mercury was 19 Scorpio 24, just 3 de- 
grees from the Sun. I believe that the 
Sun is so powerful that when it is that 
close to a planet, particularly Mercury, 
its draws that planet into whatever as- 
pects it makes to other planets. In this 
case the Sun is in square aspect to 
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Saturn and Neptune, and it draws 
Mercury into that square, even though 
the actual orb between Neptune and 
Mercury is 12 degrees. I think the 
majority of astrologers will agree with me. 

My critic also goes into quite a tirade 
because for the U.S.A. I used the chart 
of July 4th, 1776, and particularly the 
one with about 8 Gemini on the Ascend- 
ant. He says the correct chart is one set 
for July 2nd, 1776. I make no apology 
for using the July 4th chart, inasmuch 
as probably seven-eighths of the astrol- 
ogers of the U.S.A. and Britain use that 
chart. And many astrologers during the 
past 3 or 4 years have decided that the 
Gemini Asc. (about 8 degrees) is the 
correct one. 

Mr Kane further wrote: “K. L.’s whole 
delineation of the U. S. Chart is based on 
the premise that the first house stands for 
the People of a country. Nothing could 
be farther from right ...” I would cite 
Mr. Kane to the “Encyclopedia of As- 
trology” by Nicholas de Vore. On page 
208, in a section describing the coverage 
of the First House, Mr. DeVore writes: 
“In @ Mundane Figure. The body politic. 
The country and its inhabitants as a 
whole: the people, the masses; . . . the 
psychology of the masses, their reactions 
and conditions.”

ANSWER: With all due respect 
to the personal opinion of Mr. Kane, 
we nevertheless find ourselves aligned 
quite firmly with Keye Lloyd in this 
controversy which in our opinion is 
really not a controversy in the true 
sense of the word, since from where 
w@sit there is no argument, 

Mr. Kane says, “Whoever heard 
of setting the chart for the closing of 
an event?” This would seem to be 
the point whereat we must insist 
upon a clear definition of terms. As 
it stands the above question is quite 
ambiguous. We might ask in re- 
buttal—W hoever heard of an event 
being closed? K. L. was not refer- 
ring to the closing of an event. He 
specifically stated that the Constitu- 
ent Congress was closed at the time 
given. In the progressive develop-

ment of the Revolution this was the 
final event and certainly a reasonable 
selection in our attempt to find the 
time when the planetary pattern of 
the moment would. most accurately 
and completely reveal the inherent 
nature of the Infant State or govern- 
ment. As for the implication that the 
end of this period of preliminary 
development is not the correct time 
for the above purpose, K. L. has 
shown that this is analogous to the 
termination of the gestatory period 
which is known as “birth.” Likewise, 
the “Closing of the Polls,’ marking 
the final termination of a political 
campaign should reveal the probable 
winners. 

For the above reason we find it 
difficult to accept a chart for the 
Soviet Union which has been ad- 
vanced (and with convincing testi- 
mony) by our good friend Arthur 
De Dion of New South Wales. 
Arthur insists that the Russian Revo- 
lution was an accomplished fact when 
the Army went over to the Rebels on 
March 15, 1917. We would rather 
consider this as having marked the 
culmination of a process of creation 
analogous to the conception of the 
child which was completely devel- 
oped and became an entity eight 
months later (November 7th). Un- 
questionably all of those steps and 
stages of development are important 
and an integral part of the total pat- 
tern of events incorporated in the 
new historical entity. The identity of 
an organization or regime in the total 
space-time continuum should be es- 
tablished and defined by the moment 
of final severance and release from all 
forces, circumstances and conditions 
that have hitherto exerted any direct 
influence or control over the new or- 
ganization. 

At whatever moment the new or- 
ganization is completed and becomes 
a fully independent self functioning 
organism, — then it is born.

convinced that the July 2nd date is the 
correct one. Well, everyone is entitled to 
his own opinion but I myself will conform 
to astrological rules and set up horoscopes 
for the beginning of an event, and as 
Rupert Hughes said, the beginning of the 
United States of America was on July 2, 
1776, when the resolution of Lee wags 
adopted in the Continental Congress on 
that date. From that date on we became 
an independent country and what we 
know as the Declaration was but a procla- 
mation announcing to the world that we 
had taken (on July 2nd) that step and 
giving our reasons. It would make no 
difference when the proclamation was 
signed—the step to sever relations with 
Great Britain was taken on July 2nd, not 
July 4th. If that isn’t good reasoning I 
wouldn’t know what good reasoning con- 
sists of. The vote taken on July 4th was 
but to place the stamp of approval on 
what had already been done.

COMMENT: “A man convinced against 
his will is of the same opinion still.” 
Nevertheless we feel duty bound to 
point out a few additional facts anent 
this “Birth of a Nation,” an event far 
too important from the astrological 
point of view to be a subject to a con- 
troversy that would leave even the date 
in doubt, 

F. K. says, “It makes no difference 
when the Proclamation was signed.” Of 
course not, except that the signing is 
usually coincident with the Proclama- 
tion. He also says the step to sever re- 
lations was taken on July 2nd, not July 
4th. This statement, by Mr. Kane, does 
not however agree with the facts. To 
wit: 

An excerpt from the Journal of Con- 
gress for July 4th, 1776. 

“And agreeable to the order of the 
day, the Congress resolved itself into 
a committee of the whole, to take 
into further consideration the Decla- 
ration, and after some time the Presi- 
dent resumed the chair and Mr. 
Harrison reported that the commit- 
tee had agreed to a Declaration which 
they desired to report.” And further 
in the same minutes (vide Lossing, 
the Historian) it is recorded, “At a 
little past meridian* on the fourth 
of July, 1776, a unanimous vote of 
the 13 colonies was given in favor 
of declaring themselves free and in- 
dependent states.” 


% This is the basis for the Libra Ascendant first 
advocated by the late John Hazelrigg. 


In our August 1951 issue of Amer- 
ican Astrology Magazine, we took the 
reader over the major steps leading up 
to the final Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. However further in the interest 
of clarification from the Biography of 
Jefferson “Himself” by Bernard Mayo, 
page 61-64, and quoting Thomas Jef- 
ferson on the subject of the proceedings 
which culminated on July 4th while the 
unanimous adoption of the final draft 
of the Declaration: 


“On the 16th of May, 1776, the 
convention of Virginia instructed 
their delegates in Congress to propose 
to that body to declare the colonies 
independent of Great Britain, and ap- 
pointed a committee to prepare a dec- 
laration of rights and plan of gov- 
ernment. 

“In Congress, Friday, June 7, 
1776. The delegates from Virginia 
moved, in obedience to instructions 
from their constituents, that the Con- 
gress should declare that these 
United Colonies are, and of right 
ought to be, free and independent 
states, that they are absolved from 
all allegiance to the British crown, 
and that all political connection be- 
tween them and the state of Great 
Britain is, and ought to be, totally 
dissolved; that measures should be 
immediately taken for procuring the 
assistance of foreign powers, and 
Confederation be formed to bind 
the colonies more closely together. 


“The House being obliged to at- 
tend at that time to some other busi- 
ness, the proposition was referred to 
the next day, when the members 
were ordered to attend punctually at 
ten o'clock. 

“Saturday, June 8. They proceeded 
to take it into consideration and 
referred it to a committee of the 
whole, into which they immediately 
resolved themselves, and passed that 
day and Monday, the 10th, in debat- 
ing the subject. 

“It appearing in the course of 
these debates that the colonies of 
New York, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, Delaware, aryland and 
South Carolina were not yet matured 
for falling from the parent stem, 
but that they were fast advancing to 
that state, it was thought most pru- 
dent to wait awhile for them, and 
to postpone the final decision to July 
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1st; but, that this might occasion as 
little delay as possible, a committee 
was appointed to prepare a Declara- 
tion of Independence. The committee 
were John Adams, Dr. Franklin, 
Roger Sherman, Robert R. Living- 
ston, and myself (Jefferson.) Com- 
mittees were also appointed, at the 
same time, to prepare a plan of con- 
federation for the colonies, and to 
state the terms proper to be proposed 
for foreign alliance. 

“The committee for drawing the 
Declaration of Independence desired 
me to do it. It was accordingly done, 
and being approved by them, I repor- 
ted it to the House on Friday, the 
28th of June, when it was read and 
ordered to lie on the table. 


“The committee of five met; no _ 


such thing as a subcommittee was 
proposed, but they wunanimously 
pressed on myself alone to under- 
take the draught. I consented ; I drew 
it, but before I reported it to the 
committee, I communicated it sepa- 
rately to Dr. Franklin and Mr. 
Adams, requesting their corrections, 
because they were the two members 
of whose judgments and amendments 
I wished most to have the benefit of 
before presenting it to the committee. 
Their alteration were two or three 
only, and merely verbal. I then wrote 
a fair copy, reported it to the com- 
mittee, and from them, unaltered, to 
Congress. 


“On Monday, the Ist of July, the 
House resolved itself into a com- 
mittee of the whole and resumed the 
consideration of the original motion 
made by the delegates from Virginia, 
which, being again debated through 
the day, was carried in the affirma- 
tive by the votes of New Hampshire, 
Connecticut, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, New Jersey, Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, and Georgia. 
South Carolina and Pennsylvania 
voted against it. Delaware had but 
two members gresent, and they were 
divided. The delegates from New 
York declared they were for it them- 
selves, and were assured their con- 
stituents were for it, but that their 
instructions having been drawn 
near a twelve month before, when 
reconciliation was still the general 


object, they were enjoined by them 
to do nothing which should impede 
that object. 
“The committee rose and reported 
their resolution to the House. Mr. 
Edward Rutledge of South Carolina 
then requested the determination 
might be put off to the next day as 
he believed his colleagues, though 
they disapproved the resolution, 
would then join in it for the sake 
of unanimity. The ultimate question, 
whether the House would agree to 
the resolution of the committee, was 
accordingly postponed to the next 
day (July 2nd), when it was again 
moved, and South Carolina con- 
curred in voting for it. In the mean- 
time a third member had come post 
from the Delaware counties, and 
turned the vote of that colony in 
favor of the resolution. Members of 
a different sentiment attending that 
morning from Pennsylvania also, her 
vote was changed so that the whole 
TWELVE colonies who were au- 
thorized to vote at all ‘gave their 
voices for it; and within a few days 
the convention of New York ap- 
proved of it and thus supplied the 
void occasioned by the withdrawing 
of her delegates from the vote. 
“Congress proceeded the same day 
to consider the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, which had been reported 
and lain on the table the Friday pre- 
ceding (June 28), and on Monday 
referred to a committee of the whole. 
“The debates, having taken up the 
greater parts of the 2nd, 3rd and 
4th days of July, were, on the eve- 
ning of the last (July 4th)* closed; 
the Declaration was reported by the 
committee (and) agreed to by the 
House.” 
From the above it is clear that an 
unanimous vote was not and could not 
be taken on July 2nd because of the de- 
fection of the New York Delegation for 
reasons given above. Therefore only 12 
of the 13 colonies recorded their vote 
on July 2nd. It is obvious on the record 
that while Congress, during the next 
two days, debated the details of the 
Declaration, the New York delegation

received from its constituents a release 
from the prior commitment and on the 
4th was at last qualified to make the - 
vote unanimous with the 13 colonies. 
In the face of such evidence (all a 
matter of record), it is inconceivable 
that any reasonable person could still 
insist that July 4th, the date of the first 
unanimous vote, is not the correct date

An unexpected and highly interesting 
development has recently been reported 
by the research department of one of our 
two greatest radio networks. In the con- 
stant battle to eliminate or at least control 
static in amplitude modulation broadcast- 
ing, what can only be termed practical 
astrology is currently being practised. 

It has been found that the amount of 
static varies according to the near ap- 
proach of the planets to Earth and that 
greater power is required on the part of 
the broadcaster to enable listeners to tune 
in without acquiring mat-burns on their 
ears. When any of the planets are in 
transit—i.e., when the orbit of one inter- 
sects that of another in relation to Earth 
as in a solar eclipse—static is even more 
pronounced. 

Astrology in Action 

In short, broadcasting power, save in 
the case of static-proof frequency modu- 
lation, is being regulated in direct accord- 
ance with the positions of Mercury, 
Venus, Mars, Jupiter, Saturn et cie. And 
if that is not astrology in action we don’t 
know what it is. 

Scoffers may attempt to palm it off as 
astronomy, tangential outgrowth of the 
older science. But astronomy is the direct 
study of heavenly bodies per se in an ef- 
fort to determine through observation the 
nature of the universe. 

When it comes to Earth-control exer- 
cised by these bodies we are back in 
astrological boundaries. 

The original and still-existent purpose 
of astrology is to discover the effects of 
the planets and stars upon human destiny 
and that of our world. It was, of course, 
first developed by those great-grand- 


_ daddies of all stargazers, the Chaldeans, 


who must also have developed the great 
granddaddies of all cricks in the neck, 
judging by the amount of time they spent 
looking upward at the night sky. 





An Early Science 

The Babylonians absorbed this earliest 
of sciences—for surely any theorem or 
set of same that begins in direct and 
painstaking observation and draws its 
conclusions from available results must 
be called a science—and from Babylon 
it spread to India, China and ultimately 
Greece, whence it pervaded the still 
primitive Mediterranean world. 

Its uses in these ancient civilizations 
and cultures were dual. Primarily it 
offered a substitute and more logical col- 
lateral to the still more ancient art of 
divination—usually practised through the 
examination of the liver, heart and en- 
trails of various sacred animals or birds. 

The logic of the priests and their fol- 
lowers is easy to follow. To them all life 
came from the heavens or the earth. 
Everything useful grew from the soil but 
such growth was entirely governed by the 
heavens. Sun, rain, wind and drought 
were all from the skies. Hence it seemed 
only reasonable that they were governed 
in turn by the stars, the sun and the 
Moon. 

Various systems were worked out and 
astrology became entangled with almost 
all of the old religions, its importance 
varying in various countries and various 
cultures. And since the Ancients, con- 
sidering they knew nothing of lenses and 
had no telescopic vision aids, had amaz- 
ingly accurate knowledge of the move- 
ments of our Solar System they were able 
to work out intricate systems of star- 
control on their own. 

Faced by such stasis in the face of a 
decision some of us flip coins or pluck 
daisy petals or may even hold buttercups 
under our chin. Others duck out the rear 
entrance and head for the nearest reliable 
astrologer. And from the star charts of 
the latter a course of action is worked out. 

Hence astrology, however decried by 
its upstart juniors in the field of science, 
fulfills a far from marginal function in 
our current unhierarchal society, as it is 
now functioning for our big radio broad- 
casting networks.

ANSWER: Acknowledging your courteous 


reply of July 23rd to my telegram anent 
the forthcoming rally of the National 
Council of Arts, Sciences and Profes- 
sions, to be held in Carnegie Hall to- 
morrow, 

The clause which you quote from 
your agreement with the above would 
seem to place the requisite limitations 
upon the activities of the organization 
in this connection. Yet you know and I 
know that the mere fact that Carnegie 
Hall is leased to any organization of 
known affiliations, in itself lends a cer- 
tain prestige and tacitly condones all 
the past activities of that organization 
and its affiliations. The further fact that 
you have placed them under specific 
(legal) limitations, merely parallels the 
old legal trick of getting the evidence 
before the jury and then having it 
stricken from the record. This is a 
subtle point but not one on which any- 
one can comp ise b it involves 
a point of basic principle. 

It is noted that the announced pur- 
pose of this rally is to “Restore Free 
Speech”’ in the United States. The im- 
plication being clear that “Free Speech’ 
requires to be restored. I am moved to 
inquire if ‘“‘Free Speech” has been 
abridged lately. If so, this is something 
that happened without my knowledge. 
Certainly I have never hesitated to 
speak freely, anywhere, anytime, on any 
subject and expect to continue doing 
just that. I would consider it the height 
of impudence, unfair and more than a 
little seditious on my part if I were to 
insinuate, directly or indirectly, that this 
basic freedom, granted to me by the 
Constitution of the United States has 
not been mine always. Of course I do 
not interpret this right to free speech 
as a license ta speak recklessly to the 
detriment of my fellow Americans. This 
is only the common sense limitation, 
self-imposed by any right thinking, 
loyal citizen of a country. 

It would seem that the National 
Council of Arts, Sciences and Profes- 
sions is being rather inconsistent in this 
respect, since the fact that this really is 
being held for the above purpose of re- 
storing free speech could not be held 
if they did not have the right of free 
speech, Of course it is admitted that 
you, in your limiting clause, have placed 
certain legal restraints upon their ex- 
pressions of opinion in this instance but

we must assume that they did not intend 

to utter any thoughts subversive to the 

Government of the United States and 

that they likewise intend to comply with 

the laws of the land. 

Incidentally, it is noted by me that 
one of the leading members of the Or- 
ganization—a scientist of note—a few 
years ago made a determined effort to 
curtail my right of free speech. It seems 
that the gentleman does not believe in 
Astrology. 

DATA 
Birth and Crucifixion Dates 

In the July 1951 issue of the American 
Astrology Magazine, page 25, L.A.E. 
from Conneaut, Ohio, continues the old 
pastime of piecing together historical data 
pertaining to the date pf the CRUCI- 
FIXION. 

Students of history discovered a long 
time ago that the date of the crucifixion 
had not been recorded at the time of the 
event and was lost. 

To understand how both dates of the 
birth and crucifixion are now known it is 
necessary to review some technical his- 
tory. When Jesus Christ was on Earth 
there were two well established calendars, 
the Jewish and the Roman. There was no 
cross-index between the two calendars in 
the year ONE A.D. 

Both the Jews and Romans continued 
the seven day weeks in numerical succes- 
sion that had been handed down through 
the ages from the time ghat Moses wrote 
the Pentateuch. By coincidence the Jews 
and Romans both ended the weeks on 
Saturdays. 

The science of astronomy, as we have 
it today, was unknown at the time of 
Christ. The curious irregularities by 
which the Moon revolves around the 
Earth were never analyzed until the latter 
part of the 19th century. 

The early Jews had always watched 
the Western sky for the appearance of 
the new moons, from which to begin 
their months. The Romans counted the 
total number of days in each year and 
divided the whole 365 into twelve equal 
parts as nearly as possible. 

The crucifixion was one of those un- 
fortunate occurrences that happened at 
the beginning of one of the Jewish Feasts 
of the Passover. By modern astronomy we 
can now compute accurately the Roman 
Calendar dates of every Feast of the 
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Passover that occurred as far back as 
45 B.C. 

With this information it is only neces- 
sary to correlate with astronomical proofs 
the incidences that happened in the life 
of Jesus Christ as recorded in the New 
Testament. 

The time of the birth of Jesus Christ 
has always been known approximately 
by the Christians from recorded history 
of the life of Herod the Great. Jesus 
Christ was born about one year before 
King Herod died. Herod died in 4 B.C. 
Remember that the B.C. calendar reads 
backward. One year before 4 B.C. is 5 
B.C. 

The New Testament gives the age of 
Jesus Christ at the beginning of his big 
campaign. The campaign lasted for three 
years. Every year for three years Christ’s 
followers in Bethany gave him a big 
Birthday Party. We can now compute by 
astronomy the Roman calendar date of 
the last Birthday party. It was April 15th, 
29 A.D. 

The crucifixion followed the day after 
the night before of the big feed in Beth- 
any. In all Jewish dating each new day 
begins at Sunset of the previous day. 
Jesus Christ was crucified on his 33rd 
Birthday, Friday, April 15th, 29 A.D. 
The Jewish Feast of the Passover began 
on Saturday evening, April 16th, 29 A.D. 

To find Christ’s birth date by astrono- 
my, subtract 33 years from April 15th, 
29 A.D. The result is April 15th, 5 B.C. 
To find the number of years that elapse 
between any B.C. and A.D. dates add the 
two together and subtract ONE. For ex- 
ample, 5 B.C. plus 29 A.D. equals 34. 
Subtract ONE; the remainder is 33. 

Finally we come to the most important 
astronomical check of all. Biblical history 
records that a very brilliant STAR was 
shining overhead in the sky the evening 
that Christ was born. 

There is only one extremely brilliant 
star that comes forth in the early eve- 
ning approximately every two years; this 
star is the planet VENUS. Astronomers 
now know exactly where VENUS was 
located for any past date in history. 

On April 15th, 5 B.C., the planet 
VENUS was at its height of greatest 
brilliancy. Everything checks.

Rather it 
tore my world to shreds, leaving me with 
not a leg to stand on, spiritually speaking. 
My little playmate and only brother took 
ill and died. The blow was almost more 
than I could stand. Death had hitherto 
seemed a thing remote. True, I had seen 
animals die on the farm. But this was

Ly studying Saturn’s stimulation in an 
individual’s birthchart, I find that when 
this heavy planet opposes or is in close 
contact with many planets in the horo- 
scope, either in the radical or progressed 
chart, the native is likely to develop in- 
genuity in the affairs of life. In a posi- 
tion of this kind, most of the planets 
Saturn happens to be associated with are 
likely to be in aspect or closely connected 
with each other, enabling the native to 
plan a careful course of action that is 
bound to bring benefit rather than the 
disaster one usually expects under heavy 
Saturnian aspects. 

As an example, we will consider the 
Saturnian influence in the chart of a 
woman who has natal Sun, Mercury and 
Mars in her second house in the zodiacal 
sign Sagittarius, all opposed by Saturn 
in Gemini. The planets in the second 
house are well fortified by being grouped 
together in one sign, thereby well bal- 
anced by the opposing force of Saturn. 
While she certainly has had her periods 
of scarcity and denial, which is emblemat- 
ical of Saturn’s influence, yet she has 
never had to call on others for financial 
aid. 

The Saturnian influence on a group of 
planets is like a community being hounded 
by a foe. They are forced on the defen- 
sive which puts them on the alert and 
makes them use their wits. By planning 
and careful management this lady has 
not only accumulated, but in the recent 
past wartime years her usually hampered- 
in-the-eyes-of-others living conditions 
have appeared to do a right-about-face 
act and, while others were struggling 
for warmth and sufficient necessities for 
comfortable living—fuel, food, etc.—she 
seemed to be freed from the bother of 
struggle for said necessities. Since most 
of her foundational possessions were of

the “old time” substantial variety rather 
than of modern conveniences, and her 
commodities’ dealer knew her from con- 
tinuous service, she had no trouble in 
having all or most of her needs supplied. 

Saturn is symbolical of aid in troubled 
times but only when a resourceful atti- 
tude has been developed in earlier life, 
for “God helps those who help them- 
selves” is a truth—yesterday, today and 
forever. 

Our lady has been living in compar- 
ative comfort and ease with her same 
old limited conveniences which have al- 
ways been such as to fit in with her means 
for general living expenses, while luxury- 
hunters have been forced to get along 
with barely enough to keep them together. 
Our lady’s husband is a Saturn-ruled 
Capricorn man and his salary has been 
speeded up, as has been the general rule 
for others during these strenuous times, 
but when others were flourishing with a 
regular salary every week in a continuous 
way, regardless of the size of their pay- 
envelopes, her husband’s salary was a 
haphazard, off-and-on affair. 


Regardless of the size of the salaries 
received by the majority during those dif- 
ficult times, rationing has prevented them 
from having anything more than a share 
—a balanced share—and through this 
trial many were almost freezing and 
starving for those necessities which they 
had no trouble in keeping on hand in the 
past. 


Such a wonder as real comfort in times 
of trouble is not the work of restrictive 
Saturn, but of the grouped planetary 
influence operating under a persistently 
hounding Saturn influenced during all the 
earlier part of her life. She had learned 
well her lessons of scarcity, denial and 
adjustment. 
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Saturn whiplashes one ‘into using his 
planets’ practical qualities for his own 
and dependents’ benefit. He places the 
obstacle of denial in one’s path and pre- 
sents the hampering of fenced-in or con- 
fined situations that call for cautious 
action for ability to work out of; he 
literally drives the native into the ob- 
servance of the laws of Divine Intelli- 
gence, working with the spirit in the most 
practical, matter-of-fact manner possible. 
He makes one realize life’s laws for 
protection and well-being under the per- 
sistent vibration of scarcity in daily 
living. 

We are not likely to find this sort of 
ingenious mind where Saturn is isolated 
or weak by position and aspect in the 
birthchart, for then other influences are 
too dominant, causing one to have need 
for the active type of experience that 
eventually leads to trouble, which seems 
inevitable for evolutional progress, while 
a strongly placed Saturn’s need is for 
the passive type of experience that re- 
quires reflection and meditation before 
action. 

People with a strongly placed and as- 
pected Saturn in their birth charts had 
their times of unrestrained action in past 
existences although they may not realize 
it in this life, except by an instinct of 
inner caution. After an accumulation of 
such active type of experience the native 
must eventually be brought to a complete 
halt by the disciplining “stop” sign of 
Saturn, else the native would get com- 
pletely out of control and spiritually dis- 
integrate, making it necessary for that 
particular soul’s spark of life to begin 
its existence and awareness all over again 
in some distant future incarnation. 
Therefore, Saturn’s greatest benefit to 
humanity is the harness of Divine Intel- 
ligence: the harness of denial develops 
the awareness of Life’s purpose. 


The Wintertime 


Saturn represents the Wintertime of 
lack. Wintertime lacks the strength of a 
rising sun, lacks the growth of vegetation 
for life-sustenance, lacks the vitality nec- 
essary for flexible personal expression, 
lacks the warmth that is so necessary for 
stimulation. Such are all brought to the 
notice of a strong Saturnian individual 
very forcibly for his own salvation; for

never a reason for 


by a thoughtless and wasteful living in a 
past incarnation one must always come 
to the poverty of a lack-time in a ‘future 
one. Such times can be noted from the 
native’s progressed and transiting influ- 
ences of Saturn on his radical horoscope. 

Our example lady had horoscopical 
alflictions to Sagittarian planets through 
the second house channel. She may have 
experienced profligate living in past in- 
carnations along financial and world 
activity lines, as though she has no active 
memory of such, yet she has a very defi- 
nite instinct of conscience applied in that 
direction, for she has little or no desire 
for the type of worldly activity known 
as travel, but prefers the security of her 
home in spite of the heavy Sagittarian 
accent in her chart; and she is very care- 
ful and thrifty in the management of her 
finances, and her generous impulses (the 
expansive Jupiter-ruled sign of Sagit- 
tarius) are very wisely ordered. She 
greatly fears travel, and generally experi- 
ences irritating or depressive incidents 
when she does venture forth. Travel 
vehicles have qujte an upsetting effect on 
her health. 


Need for Conservation 


Saturn indicates a need for conserva- 
tion, otherwise there will be lack at that 
point. We read the books of the various 
spiritual masters to learn their findings 
and we get such a medley of ideas that 
we do not know what to believe. One 
tells us that it is against God’s principles 
to store up, to “hoard,” as they express 
it, and that we should live fully with all 
we have and receive from day to day, 
and to spend and give freely. Yet God 
put a planetary principle into His Solar 
(earth laws) system that definitely deals 
with preservation and conservation. Go 
out into the country where God’s nature 
is in full sway, for His nature is governor 
of the earth, and observe what you see: 
springtime is the time of birth and all 
growth commences to spring forth; sum- 
mertime is the time when all growth is 
in the stage of maturing; autumntime is 
the time of completion when all becomes 
ready for harvesting. Springtime is the 
principle of youth and its expenditure of 
vitality ; summertime is the principle of 
growing and using our forces; autumn- 
time is the principle of gathering together 
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our remaining forces for future conserva- 
tion. Then comes wintertime, a time of 
bleakness, scarcity, lack of growth—Na- 
ture’s bedtime—for God’s Nature or mis- 
tress must have her rest—her freedom 
from the wildness of youth, the activity 
of maturity, the twilight of preservation 
—and must now utilize her time in the 
contemplation, the reflection and medita- 
tion of the past, so as to determine the 
mistakes, the missing links, the lack of 
perfection in the past. 

Supposing you stored nothing away, 
where would you be in God’s wintertime 
of Nature’s slumber? Does not God show 
us how to store away? Does He not 
conserve part of the substance of all His 
plant growths of vegetation, fruit, flow- 
ers, etc. as seed for future planting and 
growing so that Nature may be sustained 
thru its cultivation and gradual perfec- 
tion? The seed is God’s conservative 
measure of the crops to take care of 
man’s future sustenance. And does not 
this principle of saving bear out in human 
life? Man is composed of an aggregation 
of cells that had to be gathered together 
in accumulative manner and stored for 
future development and growth, which 
is a continuous process within man for 
his life-duration on earth. This is not a 
hoarding process but a constantly in- 
creasing and saving process, which is a 
similar principle to man’s financial bank- 
ing system. 

Why should we be told to take no 
thought for the morrow when even God, 
who contains ALL within Him, takes 
thought for it? 

Saturn represents that principle of 
accumulative conservatism in the zodiac 
and without his influence there would 
have heen no confinement of LIFE in 
the earth, hence no growth of integration 
and no world. Saturn is truly the Builder 
and one of his original marvels of con- 
structive gathering together of materials 
into one solid whole is that of coal, a 
fuel that enters into the building of fires 
to create a steadiness of enduring warmth 
for wintertime : coal which is an aggrega- 
tion of vegetation and plant debris, ac- 
cumulated and conserved into petrifica- 
tion.

One 
person will be full of gaiety, vivacity, 
dash, saying all that comes to mind with 
no idea of restraint, as swayed by the 
Mars-Venus combination; in another 
with this same planetary combine with 
the addition of Saturn’s influence to tone 
down the vivacity through a restraint of 
physical and oral expression, we have 
the diplomat. The gestraint of Saturn 
subdues glare and blast, thereby mel- 
lowing the charm into an impressionable 
quality that will never be forgotten.

It is the 
maturing of the adolescent, the rein on a 
horse, the poise of the aristocrat, the 
stamp of the thoroughbred—all of which 
may appear insignificant to ignorant 
minds, but is in reality the determining 
factor of success—the real worthwhile 
successful achievement of life, which can 
be summed up as power under perfect 
control.

So MANY people believe that the sci- 
ence of astrology implies that each soul’s 
life is fated into a certain pre-destined 
mold and that the events predicted in 
the horoscope are inevitable; that one 
must suffer through adverse planetary 
periods and live a life of gratuitous joy 
and satisfaction through favorable plan- 
etary periods. These beliefs are erroneous 
to the nature of the science of astrology 
and give one a false slant on the work- 
ings of the forces inherent in the indi- 
vidual horoscope. : 

This prevalent opinion amongst many 
of the so-called “believers” in astrology 
does an immense amount of damage to 
the prestige and logic of this age-old 
psychology of the human mind. It is well 
that an exposition of how astrology af- 
fects the individual be made in unequiv- 
ocal terms so clear and definite that the 
reader will be left in no manner of doubt 
as to how the astrological energies reach 
the person. 

To begin with, we must refer to the 
contemporary experiments in  psycho- 
kinetic phenomenon and extra-sensory 
perception as is being carried on in 
numerous universities throughout the 
United States and Europe. Dr. J. B. Rhine 
of Duke University is one of the leading 
directors of these experiments and in his 
Journal of Parapsychology has some of 
the most definite facts to offer the world 
as to the results and findings of these 
experiments in the inner realm of mind. 

It has been demonstrated that the mind 
of man or of any intelligent entity exerts 
through non-physical means of thought

vibration an influence over physical 
things. Experimenters have demonstrated 
that they can exert a nonphysical influ- 
ence over mechanically shuffled dice to 
roll into position in accordance with a 
strong thought held in the mind of the 
experimenter involving no physical con- 
tact with the dice. Taking these experi- 
ments and the resulting findings as fact 
reveals a whole new world of psychical 
influence—that the mind of man exerts 
an influence over the physical properties 
of the world with which he comes in 
contact. 

Taking into consideration further the 
findings of modern psychoanalysis that 
mankind attracts accidents, all manner of 
misfortunes, divorces, lawsuits, good for- 
tune, successful efforts in business proj- 
ects and ventures in accordance with the 
dominant desire-energy complex in the 
mind, we find further demonstration of 
the principle of the mental attitude or 
dominant feeling of consciousness to at- 
tract experiences which express or mani- 
fest the dominant inner mood. This means 
that one will express the desire energy in 
his mind by creating or attracting events 
of a like mood or nature. This mood or 
state of consciousness must have the en- 
ergy to dominate the subconscious mind 
over a given period of time consisting of a 
month or longer. Progressed aspects in 
the horoscope stimulate these dominant 
states “of consciousness Over a given pe- 
riod of time. 

To further understand the ramifica- 
fions of these two principles explained 
in. the above two paragraphs, one must 
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have some little understanding of the na- 
ture of the subconscious mind. The mind 
of man has been compared to an iceberg 
as such a predominant amount of its 
functionings and activities are carried on 
below the threshold of sight conscious- 
ness. Memories and energy-compounds 
of the imprint of past experiences lie in 
definite formation in this subconscious 
mind below the level of normal conscious- 
ness, but yet are operative in the indi- 
vidual’s approach and general attitudes 
towards new type of experiences through 
the psychological mechanism called the 
Law of Association. The iceberg is thus 
analagous to this part of the mind below 
the level of consciousness, as six-sevenths 
of its mass lies below the surface of the 
water. Following this principle through 
further, the various desire energies which 
motivate a person to action or to any 
particular type of behavior, has its for- 
mation and gestation in this subconscious 
mind, which, when sufficiently formed 
and energized, will express in a strong 
desire along the given line of its basic 
trend of expression. The psychologists 
call this emotional energizing of desires, 
“The desire-wiring of the individual”. 
This principle must be clearly understood 
and carried along to understand further 
the workings of the mind on the inner 
plane of mentation, thought and release 
of desire-energy. 

A third principle which must be taken 
into consideration is that expressed by 
the atest findings of the societies for psy- 
chical research and also of the parapsy- 
chology school of mental research to the 
effect that this subconscious mind func- 
tions not only in the way of giving off 
impressions and impulses to the objec- 
tive mind, but that this inner mind, this 
subconscious mind, functions on the four- 
dimensional level of consciousness. That 
is, the subconscious mind is not limited 
by space or time in its sensations or 
the scope of its perceptions. This has 
been proven in Duke University by the 
experiments which have ‘established the 
facts of precognition. Precognition is the 
act of the mind becoming aware of events 
as they are formed on the interior plane: 
of becoming aware of the cosmic energy 
which is forming to bring about specific 
events. In plain terms, it 1s the ability to 


sense events that have been strongly up the images of the two men he saw

formed on the inner plane and are on 
their way to material manifestation in 
some future date. This must be illus- 
trated, for this principle must be thor- 
oughly comprehended. 

This principle of precognition is herein 
explained in the following example of a 
business man’s sense of perceiving future 
events as they become formulated in the 
minds of the originators. Mr. John 
Smith, a Real Estate Dealer working 
anonymously and totally out of all realm 
of normal perception to Mr. Peter Day, 
a Builder-Carpenter, is planning on build- 
ing a new addition of homes in an en- 
tirely undeveloped part of the city of 
Centerville. He conceives of the idea for 
this addition, some 150 individualized 
dwellings to be built according to specifi- 
cations formulated by his architect, Mr. 
Orlando Johnson. Incidentally, Mr. Smith 
is working under strong Jupiter-Mars 
aspects to expand. He carries these men- 
tal ideas in person to his architect, Mr. 
Johnson. The two of them further am- 
plify these plans and endeavor to get 
underway with this project some six 
months from the date of the time of this 
conference. These two businessmen have 
strongly energized a mental thought 
which carries an astral vibration on the 
inner plane. Now Mr. Day, the Builder- 
Carpenter, in a moment of revery tunes 
in on this plan subconsciously. It is after 
supper. He is lying on his couch just 
resting. He falls into a subconscious 
revery, His mind tunes in on the thought 
waves, or astral vibrations of Mr. Smith 
the Real Estate Agent and Mr. Day, the 
Architect. He tunes in on this thought 
by reason of the fact that he has a like 
progressed aspect in his horoscope. He 
sees images in the dream state of this 
new addition going up, the 150 homes; 
he further tunes in on the time impres- 
sion that this project is scheduled to com- 
mence somewheres around six months 
from the time of this dream or revery. 

On waking, this subconscious impres- 
sion gets through to his conscious mind 
as a dream and a strong hunch that a 
certain real-estate agent and architect are 
going to launch out on a large home 
building program im a certain hitherto 
undeveloped area of the city. This hunch 
is so strong, that he commences to hunt 
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in his dream. Carrying out his ‘strong 
subconscious hunch, he is eventually led 
to the architects’ office wherein he cas- 
ually enters inquiring if there are any 
new projects of home building on the 
boards. Whereupon the architect outlines 
this new project to Mr. Day and invites 
him to submit bids. Hence, Mr. Day 
was able to tune in on an event that was 
forming in the minds of the Real Estate 
Agent, Mr. Smith and the Architect, Mr. 
Johnson. This precognition has occurred 
on the astral plane, and Mr. Day has 
tuned in on these events as they were 
forming. This is an example of precog- 
nition. 

Bearing in mind these powers of the 
mind and functions of the mind on the 
inner plane or on the subconscious level 
of thinking, one has an idea of how the 
subconscious mind influences, through 
feeling and impression, 90% of one’s 
conscious actions, 

The astrological energies which are 
operative on the four-dimensional plane 
of subconscious mentative cognition and 
action influence the feelings and thoughts 
of this subconscious mind. The horoscope 
with its twelve compartments is a map of 
the subconscious planetary thought cur- 
rents as they activate and motivate the 
non-physical thought cells of the subcon- 
scious mind. The zodiacal sign which 
rules the first house and ‘its planetary 
ruler has influence over the health and 
personality. The planetary stellar aerial 
mapped by the position of this first house 
ruler tends to supply feeling subconscious 
thought energy to things of a personal, 
personality nature, and feelings in re- 
gards to the personal health. The ruler 
of the second house, by placement and by 
sign relates to subconscious thoughts in 
regard to money and tangible possessions 
which may be considered as cash assets. 
The ruler of the third house relates to 
the inner plane thoughts of transporta- 
tion, mental cerebrations and_ things 
that pertain to relatives, brothers and 
sisters. The fourth house planetary ruler 
relates to thoughts concerning the home, 
property, the father and the conditions as 
they develop towards the end of life. The 
fifth house ruler and its aspects relate to 
subconscious thoughts of pleasures, love 
affairs, children, amusements, and spec- 
ulations. The sixth house ruler supplies 
energy to the inner plane thought cells 
that have -fo do with work, sickness, 


servants, employees and small animals. 
The seventh house ruler governs the 
thoughts regarding marriage, partner- 
ships and the open enemies that one con- 
tacts. The eighth house ruler directs the 
subconscious thought energy into chan- 
nels that have to do with the experience 
of death and the effect that dead people 
and their legacies have over the indi- 
vidual. It further indicates the point of 
the partners’ and other people’s money 
influence in the life of the individual. 
The ninth house ruler has influence over 
higher education, legal courts, legal ac- 
tion, philosophy, religion and the thoughts 
about the long trips that one thinks, 
plans and dreams about. The tenth house 
ruler has rulership over the thoughts con- 
cerning honor, prestige, publicity, the 
employer and the further matters con 
cerning and involving the mother. The 
eleventh house ruler activates the inner 
plane thought cells in matters pertaining 
to friends and associates, the hopes and 
wishes of the individual, and has further 
rulership over fraternal organizations. 
The twelfth house ruler brings into focus 
thoughts relating to imprisonment, con- 
finement, the type of activities that will 
bring about self-undoing. This twelfth 
sector further rules matters pertaining to 
large animals. ‘ 

In defining the particular house ruler, 
a planet in a house always sets up a 
stronger thought-vibration in the house 
than does the planet which rules the sign 
on the cusp of the house, but is occupy- 
ing another house by actual placement. 
The planet in the house is its chief ruler. 
However, if a house contains no planet 
or planets, then the ruler of the sign on 
the cusp of the house is the chief ruler 
of that house containing no planets. In 
the case of more than one planet occupy- 
ing a house, the planet closest in zodiacal 
position to the degree of the zodiac ruling 
the cusp of the house is the chief ruler. 

Unterstanding the nature of this sub- 
conscious thought activity brings about 
the ability to understand how astrology 
works and how the astrological energies 
mgtivate and stimulate the individual to 
action. Thought and feeling energy must 


. precede all action. The thoughts and feel- 


ings have their origin in the subconscious 
thought centers, or stellar aerials mapped 
in the horoscope. These subconscious 
thought centers further have the ability 
through the psycho-kinetic power of the 
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mind over physical things, to attract ex- 
periences and situations into the life in 
accordance with the dominant type of 
energy thus generated. The discordant 
stellar aerials will attract unfortunate 
experiences. The harmonious stellar aeri- 
als will attract happy experiences. 

This thought-feeling energy in the sub- 
conscious mind expresses itself in three 
ways. The first form of manifestation or 
expression of the inner-plane thought 
cells is that of the ruling planet forming 
harmonious aspects with other planets 
configured in the horoscope. This gives 
a feeling of pleasureable confidence, that 
one can do things indicated through the 
planet and by the house satisfactorily. It 
points to success along the lines of the 
flow of planetary energy. The individual 
needs to inspect his horoscope, note these 
harmoniously aspected planets, what type 
of activity they rule, and plan on capital- 
izing on the things there indicated. The 
harmoniously aspected planets and: their 
related activities combined with the spe- 
cific activities indicated by the related sec- 
tor show inherent abilities. One may 
make money or achieve recognition along 
these definite lines. 

The second type of planetary energy is 
that, radiated by discordant planets; that 
is, planets forming inharmonious aspects 
with other planets. This configuration 
points to painful expressions of activity, 
hindrances and what people would call 
general misfortune along the lines ruled 
by the planets and their house positions 
and house rulership in the horoscope. 
Discordant aspects indicate feeling-energy 
and ability, but further indicate frustra- 
tions and unfortunate experiences along 
these definite lines of expression. These 
planetary energies need to be re-condi- 
tioned to associate pleasurable activities 
with the type of feeling thus activated. 
Or, if one does not at present feel capable 
of re-conditioning these inner plane 
thought cells, he needs to avoid the experi- 
ences ruled by these discordant planets 
as much as possible in his life. Ong needs 
to learn how to tune in on the harmonious 
energies in his horoscope. The mind can 
only completely occupy itself with one 
type of thinking and feeling at one time. 
When one tunes in on the harmonious 
type of thinking, he is shutting out the 
potentialities for the self to tune in on 


the discordant thought-complexes in his 
mind. He is shutting out the possibilities 
of these discordant stellar aerials from 
receiving sufficient energy to bring mis- 
fortune into his life. 

The third type of planetary expression 
is that of neutrally aspected planets; 
that is, planets weak by placement in the 
sectors of the horoscope and throwing no 
strong aspects to the other planets. This 
type of indication points to a lack of 
activity indicated by a lack of energy in 
concentrating on the given type of ex- 
pression of life. This indication would 
further suggest that one must condition 
the type of thought-energy into the mind 
by inductive thinking and association with 
the things thus ruled. Each life should be 
full and must include as many experiences 
as possible to produce a well-rounded out 
personality. One must direct his energies 
into these neutral lines to have any ap- 
preciable experience with the type of 
things ruled by the planets or house that 
is lacking in strength. 

However, it is well, in the beginning, in 
the cultivation of the effective life, of the 
dynamic personality, of the well-balanced 
self, to concentrate first on the activities 
and qualities denoted by the best planets 
in the horoscope. The best planets are, of 
course, the most strongly placed and har- 
moniously aspected planets. These activ- 
ities will build strong habits of successful 
desire images in the subconcious mind. 
This concentration on these harmonious 
stellar aerials will give strength in time 
to overcome the discordant habits of un- 
fortunate thinking and expression as in- 
dicated by the inharmonious stellar aer- 
ials in the horoscope. The achievement 
resulting from the directed life along the 
lines of capitalizing on the planetary 
harmonies and in converting the planetary 
discords to something which will express 
in terms of satisfaction and good, will 
supply habits of directing the energies 
into lines which will stimulate stellar aer- 
ials weakly aspected, thus rounding out 
the personality on all functions of ex- 
pression. This is a step-by-step process 
of personal achievement for those deter- 
mined to use the planetary energies to fa- 
cilitate the unfoldment of the individual 
personality. «

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Retrograde Patterns 


The Time of the Retrogradation 
in Individual Charts

PART I 


Au astrologers note retrograde planets 
when they are erecting or interpreting a 
natal chart. The new student of astrology 
may be puzzled when he first observes 
the little “Rx” symbol in the ephemeris 
or in a chart, but he soon learns that this 
means that the so-marked planet is trav- 
eling in reverse motion through the zo- 
diac. When he seeks further knowledge, 
he discovers that certain effects are at- 
tributed to retrograde planets. The in- 
struction he receives, whether from astro- 
logical writers or teachers, is usually re- 
stricted to the meaning of planets in 
“backward” motion, and so even advanced 
students are apt to have no comprehen- 
sion whatsoever of the patterns or posi- 
tions of retrogradation, They are most 
surprised to hear that the law and order 
of the universe includes a definable sys- 
ten for the planets’ direct and indirect 
motions. 

Before anyone tries to grasp the in- 
herent meaning of retrograde planets he 
should study the rudimentary principles 
of planetary movement. This article is 
confined only to that explanation of retro- 
gradation as is necessary in its application 
to astrology. The more intricate details 
and precise measurements are omitted for 
the sake of clarity and brevity, but for 
the astronomically or statistically minded, 
there are many textbooks which provide 
supplementary information. 

Geocentric Astrology is the method of 
astrology universally used, wherein we 
measure the planets’ zodiacal positions as 
seen from the earth. The Sun, moving 
at a nearly regular rate of approximately 
one degree a day through the zodiac, and 
repeating almost exactly its daily positions 
every year, determines for us on earth 
our astrological time. It is the constant 
basic factor by which the other planets’ 


* 


positions are computed, and therefore 
from our viewpoint its progress is invar- 
iably forward. In other words, the Sun 
never retrogrades. Since the Moon rotates 
around the earth, it also can never retro- 
grade. 

The other eight planets may be divided 
into two groups. The major ‘planets com- 
prising one group are those whose orbits 
are outside the earth’s orbit away from 
the Sun: Mars, Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus, 
Neptune and Pluto in that order. They 
are always retrograde when they are zo- 
diacally opposite the Sun. The minor 
planets of the other group are those which 
lie between the earth and the Sun: Venus 
and Mercury. They always turn retro- 
grade when they reach a certain distance 
ahead of the Sun in the zodiac, and they’ 
move backwards until they reach a cer- 
tain distance behind the Sun, when they 
turn direct. 

Lest there be any misunderstanding, it 
should be mentioned here that the back- 
ward motion of the planets is merely ap- 
parent. The traditional explanation is en- 
lightening: if one is on a train which is 
moving at a certain speed, and it overtakes 
another train proceeding in the same 
direction and passes it at a slightly faster 
speed, to the observer on the first train 
it will appear that the second train is 
moving backwards. So it is with retro- 
grade motion. The retrograde planet only 
seems to be moving in a reverse direction 
because at certain times of the year it 
appears that way from our position on 
the earth. Astrologically it actually does 
go backward through the zodiac 


Major Planets 


As mentioned above, the major planets 
are always retrograde when they are op- 
posite the Sun. Strictly speaking, since 
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the Sun travels faster than any of the 
major planets, it is actually the Sun which 
moves to the opposition and so determines 
the time of these planets’ retrogradations. 
Their direct and indirect motions are 
quite predictable when following the 
Sun’s zodiacal relationship to them. In 
the most simple terms, after the Sun has 
passed from the conjunction of a major 
planet, on reaching a certain aspect to 
that planet, the planet then goes retro- 
grade. The Sun continues on and, after 
making an opposition to the planet, when 
it reaches the same aspect applying as if 
did previously, the planet turns direct. 
The Sun’s aspects to each major planet 
are consistent enough to furnish a formula 
for the individual planets’ periods of ret- 
rogradation. Broadly speaking, Pluto, 
Neptune and Uranus are retrograde when 
the Sun moves from a square aspect 
through the opposition to the next square ; 
Saturn, Jupiter and Mars are retrograde 
when the Sun moves from a trine to 
another trine. 

To be more specific, the plus or minus 
quantities of these aspects can be reduced 
to a fairly safe average. Pluto turns ret- 
rograde when the Sun is at a point 
making a square plus approximately 8° 
to it, and turns direct when the Sun 
comes to a point about 8° within a square 
applying. Neptune’s period of retrogra- 
dation lasts from the Sun’s square plus 
about 10° until within 10° of the apply- 
ing square. With Uranus the average 
plussage over the Sun’s square is about 
12°. Saturn turns retrograde when the 
Sun is within approximately 10° of a 
trine to it, and does not go direct until 
the Sun has passed about 10° beyond the 
trine applying to Saturn. The Sun’s trine 
to Jupiter comes within about 5° of a 
trine (more often, much less) and its 
retrogradation lasts until the Sun has 
gone a very few degrees beyond the trine 
applying. Mars’ retrogradation occurs 
when the Sun is at a midpoint between 
a trine and quincunx, usually at about a 
sesquiquadrate (135°). The difference in 
the degrees may vary so much from one 
Mars period to another that no safe rule 
can be given. The only infallible calcula- 
tion which can be counted on is that Mars 
is certain to be indirect when the Sun is 
within 30°, and very likely to be when 
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45°, on either side of an opposition to 
it. That is close enough for all practical 
purposes. 

An illustration of this is more clearly 
defined by taking each of the planets’ 
retrogradations for the years 1947-48: 

Pluto turned retrograde on Noyember 
16, 1947, in 15° Leo when the Sun was 
at 23° Scorpio. This was an aspect of 
98°, or a square ‘plus 8° of the Sun to 
Pluto. Pluto remained retrograde all the 
time the Sun was traveling from Scorpio, 


through the opposition to Pluto from’ 


Aquarius, until April 24, 1948, when it 
reached 5° Taurus. Pluto then turned 
direct at 13° Leo, the Sun being 8° within 
a square. Thus Pluto’s stationary positions 
occurred at the Sun’s square plus 8° 
aspects. 

Neptune turned retrograde at 13° Libra 
on January 14, 1948, when the Sun was 
at 24° Capricorn, and turned direct on 
June 21, 1948, at 11° Libra when the 
Sun was at 1° Cancer. These were squares 
plus 10° and 11° respectively. Uranus 
turned retrograde on October 2, 1947, at 
27° Gemini with the Sun at 9° Libra, and 
went direct on February 29, 1948, at 23° 
Gemini with the Sun at 10° Pisces. These 
were squares plus 12° and 13° respec- 
tively. Saturn turned retrograde on De- 
cember 4, 1947, at 23° Leo with the Sun 
at 12° Sagittarius. It turned direct on 
April 17, 1948, at 16° Leo with the Sun 
at 28° Aries. Thus the Sun was within 
11° of a trine to Saturn at stationary ret- 
rograde and then a trine plus 12° at 
stationary direct. Jupiter turned retro- 
grade on April 15, 1948, at 29° Sagit- 
tarius with the Sun at 26° Aries, and 
will go direct on August 15, 1948, at 20° 
Sagittarius when the Sun is at 24° Leo. 
It will be noticed that this is a trine of 
the Sun to Jupiter plus 3° and 4° which 
is about average. Mars’ retrogradation, 
as mentioned before, is under an ap- 
proximate sesquiquadrate of the Sun to 
Mars. The recent Mars retrograde period 
began on January 8th, with Mars at 8° 
Virgo and the Sun at 18° Capricorn, and 
lasted until March 29th when Mars turned 
direct at 19° Leo with the Sun at 9° 
Aries. These were aspects of 130° of the 
Sun to Mars, 
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Major Planets’ Motion 

Many interesting features concerning 
retrogradation may now be observed. A 
general survey of the movements of the 
planets will make the patterns more evi- 
dent. Since the planets go backward and 
forward through the zodiac quite regular- 
ly from year to year, and since they 
always change their direction at specific 
aspects from the Sun, which is in virtu- 
ally the same zodiacal position annually, 
the planets’ direct and indirect movements 
will occur at certain individual seasons. 
The further away a planet is from the 
earth, the slower its motion, and therefore 
the closer its repetition of its particular 
season year after year. 

For example, Pluto, which was dis- 
covered in 1930 in the sign Cancer, will 
travel only+through Leo and Virgo dur- 
ing the lifetime of most of us. (It should 
be remembered that Pluto transits through 
a sign in times ranging from 12 to 30 
years on its 250-year voyage around the 
zodiac, therefore calculations without as- 
tronomical aid for the distant past or 
future are unreliable. However, Pluto 
will maintain about its average speed in 
our generation, thus providing quite ac- 
curate approximations of its positions.) 
Pluto moves forward within a few min- 
utes of four degrees in the zodiac, then 
turns retrograde and moves back about 
two and a half degrees, whereupon it 
turns direct. After turning direct it tran- 
sits the same two and a half degrees of 
zodiacal area in which it had previously 
regressed plus another degree and a half 
ahead of its retrograde position (four 
degrees in all), at which point it again 
turns indirect. Therefore, with this con- 
tinual forward and backward movement 
overlapping in the distances covered, 
Pluto really only gams about one and a 
half degrees each year over its previous 
position—and also the retrograde position 
occurs about a degree and a half further 
ahead of the former one. Since the Sun 
moves about one degree daily, and Pluto 
changes direction on the same aspects 
from the Sun every year, it will readily 
be seen that Pluto’s slow advancement 
establishes its stationary periods as only 
about two days later each year than the 
previous one. 

Thus three definite facts are revealed: 
First, since the Sun travels through six 
signs (or for six months) from square 
through opposition to square when Pluto 





is retrograde, and through the other six 
signs (or for six months) from square 
through conjunction to square when Pluto 
is direct, then Pluto divides its time 
equally between direct and indirect mo- 
tion, each period being six months of the 
year. Secondly, during our lifetime Pluto 
will always be retrograding during the 
winter and spring (since the exact oppo- 
sition is from the Sun in Aquarius and 
later Pisces in the winter) and advancing 
during the summer and autumn. Thirdly, 
Pluto’s almost exact dates of stationary 
positions direct or indirect can be pre- 
dicted by adding 2° to the previous year’s 
zodiacal position of the Sun (or two cal- 
endar days), or by calculating when the 
Sun will reach the point of a square plus 
8° to the current position of Pluto. Re- 
ferring to the ephemeris, it will be seen 
that in 1946 Pluto went retrograde on 
November 14th at 14° Leo with the Sun 
at 20° Scorpio, and in 1947 it went ret- 
rograde on November 16th-at nearly 16° 
Leo with the Sun at 24° Scorpio. The 
direct stations were on April 23, 1947, 
with Pluto at 11° Leo and the Sun at 
3° Taurus, and on April 24, 1948, with 
Pluto at 13° Leo and the Sun at 5° 
Taurus. This information is particularly 
valuable to the astrologer for his calcu- 
lations of Pluto inasmuch as there is no 
ephemeris available which gives the exact 
dates of Pluto’s changes of motion in past 
years. 

The other major planets may likewise 
be counted on to behave in a fairly pre- 
dictable manner. Neptune and Uranus 
both retrograde for about five months 
each year. Neptune is now in the middle 
of Libra. It was previously in Virgo for 
fourteen years and will transit Scorpio 
for fourteen years after it leaves Libra, 
so there is a period of about forty years 
when Neptune is retrograde during the 
winter and spring seasons. Neptune ad- 
vances about five degrees and regresses 
about three degrees annually, thus gaining 
about two degrees a year. Therefore its 
retrograde stations, which are now oc- 
curring in the winter, and direct stations, 
now occurring in summer, will each be 
two or three days later every year. Ura- 
nus, having been in Gemini for nearly 
seven years and now in Cancer for an- 
other seven, has its retrograde periods 
from autumn until spring. It advances 
somewhat over eight degrees and re- 
gresses four degrees each year. Its retro- 
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grade and direct stations, now taking 
place in October and March respectively, 
will occur about four days later every 
year. 

Saturn moves at a much faster pace 
through the zodiac, transiting about three 
signs every seven years. It moves forward 
about twenty-one degrees and retrogrades 
about seven degrees, therefore its stations 
are about two weeks later each year. At 
the present time its retrograde period of 
four and a half months annually takes 
place in winter. It will be noted that 
these four major planets overlap in their 
retrogradations from October to June, 
and that, while two or more are simul- 
taneously indirect during the winter, all 
are direct in the summer months and will 
be for some years to come. 

Jupiter regresses for four months, its 
stationary period starting about a month 
later each year than the previous one. 
Jupiter advances about forty degrees and 
goes back ten degrees. In 1947 Jupiter 
was indirect from March until July, and 
in 1948 from April to August, and in 1949 
from May to September. For the next 
few years following, Jupiter is the only 
major planet retrograding during the 
summer. 

Mars’ pattern is not as easily discern- 
ible as that of the other major planets. It 
regresses once every twenty-five months, 
turning indirect usually in the sign next 
succeeding the previous one, but some- 
times two signs ahead. Its retrograde 
periods vary from two to two and a half 
months during which time it moves back- 
ward from twelve to twenty degrees. For 
some time Mars was indirect during 
the winter, as witness the 1945-46 period 
when Mars turned in Leo and retro- 
gressed into Cancer where it turned di- 
rect, the 1948 period from Virgo to Leo, 
and the next one in 1950 from Libra- 
Virgo — all with the Sun, of course, in 
the opposite signs Capricorn, Aquarius 
and Pisces respectively at the midpoint of 
each period. 

Some mention should be made of the 
major planets’ daily motion. Their speed 
is always the greatest at the time of their 
conjunctions with the Sun. That is, a 
major planet is traveling at its fastest at 
the time when the Sun passes over it, and 
then its motion gradually decreases as it 
slows down to its stationary-retrograde 
position. “Stationary” is literal in the 
sense that the planet comes to a standstill 





in order to turn and move in the-opposite 
direction. While retrograde, its motion 
increases until the Sun comes to its oppo- 
sition, whereupon the planet diminishes 
in speed until its direct station when it is 
again at a standstill preparatory to turn- 
ing direction. From then on it gradually 
becomes faster until the next conjunction 
with the Sun. Mars is the only exception 
to this rule. Since its datly motion has no 
bearing on its retrogradation, it will be 
sufficient to remark that, like the major 
planets, it is always at its slowest at the 
time of its stationary positions. 

After studying these patterns, it should 
no longer surprise the student to find the 
major planets retrograde when the Sun 
is in the vicinity of an opposition. This 
knowledge will help him with his inter- 
pretations of the meaning of retrograde 
planets if he realizes that they may be 
applied to whole groups. All persons born 
at the same seasons, ranging from entire 
generations with Pluto to many years 
with Jupiter and each alternate year for 
several years with Mars, have the same 
direct and indirect planets in their charts. 
Understanding these patterns will also 
help with mundane charts and is of in- 
valuable aid in measuring the overall 
effects of current transits.

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Cosmic Weather — 


Astrology — Reveals 


Tue long-awaited verification of certain 
astrological propositions would appear, 
from recently published data, to be at 
hand. A prominent RCA engineer, utiliz- 
ing scientific techniques together with the 
Nautical Ephemeris, has found a direct 
relationship existing between magnetic 
storms on earth and planetary positions. 

In 1600, William Gilbert, scholar and 
physician, wrote in his book, “De Mag- 
nete,” the following: “Magnus magnes 
ipse est globus terrestris” or ‘The Earth 
itself is a great magnet.’ 

Whether it exists in its natural form 
of lodestone or is artificially created by 
man, a magnet will always display certain 
basic properties. ‘Lines of force’ as they 
are called are perhaps amongst the most 
important of these. They exist as invisible 
threads of energy between a magnet’s 
opposite ends or its North and South 
poles, as they are called. One may there- 
fore think of our planet as a similar 
highly charged sphere, its lines of force 
or magnetic field extending far out into 
space. 

A disturbance of the earth’s normal 
magnetic field by so-called ‘magnetic 
storms’ can be and often is most disas- 
trous. Compasses go haywire and are of 
little use. Communications whether by 
cable or radio are in turn adversely 
affected. 

The origin of these storms invariably 
has been the subject of considerable spec- 
ulation. A known cause exists, however, 
in the presence of solar dark spots, more 
commonly termed sun spots. Their ap- 
pearance and number vary within an 
orderly cycle. Observations conducted 
during the past two hundred years place 
this interval of major sunspot maxima 
and minima at approximately 11.3 years.

Using this cycle, scientists are able to 
forecast with a considerable degree of 
accuracy, the times of major magnetic 
disturbances. 

Whether a message is transmitted over 
cables similar to the trans-Atlantic tele- 
phone, or broadcast via radio waves, it 
is almost certain to be subject to some 
form of interference during the periods 
of heightened sun spot activity. On the 
receiving end of these circuits, howls, 
whistles, bursts of static and noise crackle 
from the loudspeakers, as if all the elec- 
tronic devils ever created were on the 
loose ! 

Giant corporations whose far-flung 
networks cover the earth finance exten- 
sive research projects devoted to the 
prediction of radio weather. Even the 
U.S. Bureau of Standards maintains its 
own radio propagation division. 

Unfamiliar terms such as, ‘E-Skip’, 
‘Dellinger Effect’, and ‘Duct Transmis- 
sion’, to mention a few, abound in their 
monthly journals which are issued to 
advanced members of the communica- 
tions fraternity everywhere, Little won- 
der that after concentrating on these 
abstracts for hours on end, the radio 
and communications analyst is, so to 
speak, “working out his squares”. 

Some time ago, to the consternation of 
Wall Street brokers, a six-inch telescope 
was mounted atop the roof of a build- 
ing in the centre of New York’s busy 
financial section. After serious study of 
the solar surface, the RCA communica- 
tions man became convinced that other 
factors besides sun spots entered into the 
picture. 

Eventually he arrived at the conclusion, 
staggering in its astrological implications, 
that the planets and their aspects in rela- 
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tion to the Sun profoundly affect earth’s 
magnetic field. In other words modern 
science is now forced to admit the validity 
of certain ancient concepts! 

Earthly magnetic storms are almost 
certain, observations made over a five 
year period proved, when Jupiter and 
Saturn aspect each other. Certain stu- 
dents may have some misgivings since 
these findings were based upon the helio- 
centric method; that is with the Sun as 
centre or point of reference. The method 
in use, however, in no way detracts from 
the basic astrological premises. With ref- 
erence to the planets involved, the nature 
of a conjunction, square or opposition 
aspect remains the same. 

As if to corroborate Ptolemys’ ancient 
dictum, it was found that a trine aspect 
produces a period of least disturbance. 
Of course Ptolemy, being ignorant of so- 
called ‘scientific method,’ could have been 
guessing when he wrote, “Of these as- 
pects the trine is called harmonious be- 
cause it is composed of signs of the 
same kind, being entirely feminine or 
masculine.” * 

A most interesting speculation is af- 
forded when we consider the essential 
natures of the planets in question. Jupi- 
ter, to astrologers everywhere, is known 
to possess influences corresponding to 
expansion, harmony and beneficence. Sat- 
urn on the other hand may well be 
termed its polar opposite since it exhibits 
qualities associated with contraction, dis- 
harmony and limitation. 

Assuredly then any combination of 
conjunct, square or opposition would be 
the basis for any disturbances. As an 
afterthought, one is inclined to wonder 
why these two planets amongst all the 
rest were so incessantly stressed in the 
formal engineering report? 

Astrologers will indeed be happy to 
know that further confirmation of their 
art exists in these unique discoveries. 
This is concerned with the action of Mars 
as a culminator or ‘trigger-impulse,’ to 
borrow wording from electronic texts. 
This by definition is a pulse or additional 
surge of energy applied at a critical mo- 
ment. Whenever this planet approaches 
sensitive aspect points of either Jupiter 
or Saturn, exceptional magnetic disturb-

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ances occur, Since Mars in its orbit 
moves at a faster rate than either of the 
above planets, major disturbance data” 
can henceforth be predicted within a_ 
shorter period. 

In striking contrast the least disturbed 
periods were found to exist under a 
grand trine; that is when Jupiter, Saturn 
and Mars were all equally spaced by 
120 degrees. Always a subject of conflict- 
ing points of view, grand trines have 
been over-discussed and too little inves- 
tigated in the astrological realm. 

In the light of these latest discoveries 
it is hoped that aggressive future re- 
search will be stimulated along lines of ' 
natal, transit and mundane applications. 
I can only conclude this rather poor 
attempt at a verification of scientific as- 
trology with the following thoughts: “If 
planetary aspects exercise so dominant an, 
effect in the domain of magnetic and 
electrical fields, then how incredibly 
subtle, yet effective, must be their in- 
fluence in the realm of life; which is in 
itself electrical in essence”! '

States does not possess surpluses of food. 
Domestic population growth has caught 
up with the expanded food production of 
the war years—and our food output— 
again contrary to popularly belief—has 
not increased during the past six years 
beyond the level of production attained 
in 1944. In fact, only because food ex- 
ports and foreign relief feeding have 
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decreased have we been able to maintain 
the quality of the American diet. ... We 
are currently consuming somewhat less 
meat per person, less dairy products, 
less fruits, and less vegetables than 
we were eating three or four years 
ago. . . . Our balance between just 
enough and shortage is so fine,” said Dr. 
Degraff, “that we would feel a pinch if 
the weather should become less favorable 
for crops than it has been for the last 
ten years.” There was more, but what I 
have quoted supports the message to be 
read there in the September planetary 
pattern—still two-and-a-third months off 
as I write, and with the harvesting yet to 
be done.

In a recent British Broadcasting sym- 
posium, in which Moral Historian Arnold 
Toynbee participated, he presented a 
remarkable analysis of the West’s tragic 
relations with Asia. (Time Magazine, 
June 18, p. 34.) I quote the article in 
part, as I, too, think “it defines the West's 
job in Asia better than volumes of State 
Department directives and U.N. studies” : 

The West drew its first strength from 
Asia’s great, early civilization and even- 
tually used its knowledge to rule Asia. 
In turn, Asia drew its new strength from 
modern Western civilization and is using 
that strength now to shake off Western 
rule. But the significant thing is not that 
Asia has learned Western technology. It 
is that, through it, Asia’s people have 
caught, willy nilly, “an idea, an ideal, a 
hope”—technology’s “imponderable spir- 
itual fellow-travelers.” Writes Toynbee: 
“A peasantry that had previously been 
acquiescing—and this for hundreds and 
thousands of years on end—in serving as 
hewers of wood and drawers of water 
for a privileged minority, has at last been 
awakening from its slumber. . . . For all 
that time it had never dreamed of any 
possibility of a change for the better. 
The impact of the West put this dream 
into (its) mind.... 

“The reawakening peasantry, being hu- 
man, are unlikely to be reasonable, and 
being ignorant (even for human beings) 
they may carry their unreasonableness to 
perilous lengths. . . . They do not realize 
that, if they are eventually to get ma- 
terial benefits out of technology, they 
must first put spiritual treasures into it 
—such rare treasures as self-discipline, 
and patience and vision... .” But Asia 
today is impatient; she is in no mood to 
wait. Asia is a field that almost is asking 
for an enemy to come by night and sow 
tares in it. The enemy has, of course, 
turned up. 

“Tn the present contest between Russia 
and the West for winning the soul of 
Asia, the souls of the peasant three- 
quarters of mankind—a Communist Rus- 
sia has an appeal for Asia which it would 
be folly for us to . . . underestimate. 


Russia can say to Asia today: ‘. . , like 
you today, I yesterday was depressed, 
ignorant, hopeless, and tame . . . See how 
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I have pulled myself up to the Western 
level of efficiency, prosperity and power 
.. . by my own bootstraps. . . . You can 
do (it) for yourselves tomorrow if you 
will only take my advice .. .’ 

“Of course there is, as always, a catch 
in what the tempter says to the intended 
VUE cs 8s 3ut then Adam and Eve 
have never been good at seeing the catch 
in their temptations without a good angel 
to enlighten them. . . . The Russian chal- 
lenge to the West is a challenge to us to 
be Asia’s good angel—the angel who will 
guide Asia’s feet out of the Communist 
paths of -destruction by showing her a 
Western way of peace. This is the West’s 
next assignment. .. . It is a call to rise 
above ourselves . . . a call that we cannot 
refuse....°

Iran 


A glance at the chart of the Anglo- 
Iranian Oil Company, which accompanies 
this article, should give no mean under- 
standing of the situation in Iran now.

We may 
find now that we have a very difficult 
situation on our hands, a situation which 
possibly could have been averted had it 
been watched more closely. The ancient 
hatreds and religious prejudices of a 
primitive and untutored people have been 
fanned into anti-American propaganda. 
Uranus and Neptune approach the oppo- 
sition and square of the Aries planets.

Moon, conjunct, in Aquarius, making a 
frictional aspect to Jupiter, indicating the 
religious coloration of the situation.

Argentina 

Neptune is, right on Argentina’s as- 
cendant this month, which indicates there 
is a great deal of underground intrigue 
going on down there right now. Peron’s 
position has not improved since last 
month, but the people are still cowed by 
his oppressive regime. Before too long, 
however, another powerful personality 
should emerge who will upset the status 
quo.

Those other South American countries 
whose charts are similar have many prob- 
lems to meet this month. They all suffer 
from a lack of imports—things necessary 
to advance their economic progress—and 
are unable to do much about it because at 
the moment they are financially unable to 
make purchases abroad, having nothing to 
offer in trade in the international markets.
